RADIOACTIVE 
ROCK FOUND IN 
MISSOURI QUARRY 


Geologist * 8 h ale, 
Limestone Discovered 
Near Ste. Genevieve 
May Contain Uranium.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 20— 
Dr. Edward L. Clark, state geolo- 
gist and head of the State Geologi- 
cal Survey at Rolla, annouficed 
today radioactive rock and shale 
have been found in a quarry 5% 
miles north of Ste. Genevieve, Mo. 

Dr. Clark said the kind of min- 
eral and the extent of the deposit 
have not been determined but the 
rock and shale undoubtedly con- 
tain some uranium compound. He 
related the radioactivity in the 
materials is strong enough to 
make a Geiger counter click like a 
fast telegraph key. 

Dr. Clark, who came to the of- 
fice of Gov. Forrest Smith to 
make his announcement of the 
uranium discovery, said it is not 
yet known whether the uranium 
deposit at Ste. Genevieve exists in 
sufficient quantities to warrant 
commercial development but he 
said it is important to have found 
n Missouri rock with uranium 
compound that has any possibili- 
ties at all. 

To Send Samples to AEC. 

Dr. Clark said the samples from 
Ste. Genevieve will be sent imme- 
diately.to the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission laboratories in New York 
for tests. The State Geological 
Survey, will. start checking all 
quarries in southwest and south- 
east Missouri to determine if the 
substance found at Ste. Genevieve 
is present in other localities. In 
addition, the Survey will run tests 
on 200,000 samples of limestone 
from southern Missouri quarries 
which now are in the agency’s 
Rolla, laboratory. 

Finding of the radioactive rock 
in Missouri, Dr, Clark said, raises 
the possibility that it might be 
found in quantities large enough 
to become commercially valuable 
in connection with the atomic en- 
ergy stockpile but the kind of 
uranium the rock contains and the 
extent of its radioactivity will be 
determined, finally, by the Atomic 
Energy Commission, 

Dr. Clark added that the radio- 
activity in the Ste. Genevieve | 
samples is not as strong, as in the 
high grade ores now being used 
by the AEC. 

Two Kinds of Rock. 

Two kinds of radioactive rock 
were found at Ste. Genevieve. One 
is a gray Spergen limestone with

ATOMIG SECRETS 
SHARING TALKED 
- OVERINCAPITOL 


Government Officials 
Hold Discussion in 
Closed Room. 


WASHINGTON, July 20 (AP)— 
Under extraordinary secrecy pre- 
cautions, Congress members and 
high government officials dis- 
cussed at the capitol today the 
momentous question of sharing 
the nation’s atomic energy secrets. 

The issue was fast building into 
one overshadowing all others. be- 
fore Congress. Some Congressmen 
talked of a move to tie President 
Truman's hands to make sure he 
doesn’t give atomic bomb infor-

The talks, called by the Senate- 
House Atomic Energy Committee,

Room Guarded. 

The meeting place was an office 
room ni a little used part of the 
Capitol.

The officials in the session were 
the same ones who conferred on 
atomic matters with Truman at 
a hush-hush meeting at Blair 
House last Thursday. 

The official word on the Capitol 
session was that it concerned fu- 
ture relations with Britain and 
Canada in the field of atomic en- 
ergy. The unofficial—and not dis- 
puted—version was that the main 
question is whether Britain is to 
be given American “know how” on 
production of the atomic bomb. 

Legislative Threat. 
It was that which prompted the 
talk of a legislative move to bar 
the door against Truman’s passing 
information to other countries. 
A Congressman who asked not 
to be quoted by name said that 
unless the Senate-House Atomic 
Committee receives definite as- 
surance that the President doesn’t 
intend giving information to the 
British in an executive agreement, 
such a move may be made, The 
possibility of such an exchange, 
by presidential action alone, was 
broached at the Blair House con- 
ference. 
Indicative of the feeling is that 
expressed by Senator Hickenloop- 
er (Rep.), Iowa, ranking G.O.P. 

He 
insists that the present Atomic 
Energy Act bars giving away such 
secrets to anyone by anyone.

Police said Edwards and his wife 
told them that the child “cried a 
little while” and then seemed_ to 
be “all right.” 

They drove homg and put her 
to bed with her older brother, 
Billy Jr., 3, but Edwards told po- 
lice that Beryl June awakened 
and made “funny noise.” 

Edwards said he stayed up with 
the baby several hours. Detectives 
said he and his British war 
bride, Brenda, admitted slapping 
the baby several times “to try to 
wake her.” 

Then, they said, they left her 
and found her dead later. 

Seventeen months ago a mag- 
istrate’s court in Trowbridge, 
England, dismissed a murder 
charge against Edwards on ground 
there was insufficient evidence 
that he killed his first daughter, 
Brenda. 

The child’s body was found in 3 
cardboard box in a woods near the 
the Edwards home six months aft- 
er she had disappeared. 

British police said Edwards ad- 
mitted striking the child to stop her 
from crying, and hiding her body 
in the woods after she died.

Drop of $20,627,000 From 
1948 Fiscal Year Is At- 


WASHINGTON, July 20—Mis- 
souri was again in the billion-dol- 
lar class in the Treasury’s pre- 
liminary report of internal reve- 
nue collections today for the fiscal 
year 1949, ending June 30, classi- 
fying states by their contributions 


Collections from Iliinois, made 
public in the same report, totaled 
More than $3,500,000,000 for the 
same period. 

These two states together con- 
tributed $4,651,607,971 of the total 
of $40,448,498.370 recorded for the 
nation. This was a decrease of 
$1,416,043,925 in Missouri and IIIi- 
nois from the total collected in 
the previous fiscal year. 

Collections in Missouri during 
the last 12 months were 1,094,366,- 
498. This compared with $1,114,- 
993,503 taken in during the fiscal 
year 1948. The drop of $20,627,005, 
like the national decrease, was 
caused by the tax reduction bill 
passed by the Eightieth Congress, 
controlled by the Republican party. 

Individual income taxpayers con- 
tributed the major share of Mis- 
souri’s total receipts, $443,838,525, 
which compared with $525,564,747 
reported in the previous year. Cor- 
poration income and profits taxes 
totaled $366,034,933, an increase 
from the 1948 total of $319,923,587. 

Employment taxes, including 
carriers’ taxes, in Missouri during 
the last fiscal year totaled $82,400,- 
384, an increase over the previous 
year’s total of $78,640,199. Miscel- 
laneous internal revenue receipts 
for the state during the 1949 fiscal 
year of $202,092,655, also an in- 
crease over last year’s total of 
$190,864,958. 

The drop in individual income 
taxes in Missouri was larger than 
the increase in other categories 
and accounted for the net decline 
in collections. This was the same 
pattern shown nationally, where 
the decrease in individual income 
taxes was about 3 billion dollars, 

New York, as usual, led all 
states by paying a total of 37, 
362,802,709 in taxes to the Federal 
Government for the year. Other 
leaders were: Pennsylvania, $3,- 
207,990,099: California, $2,941,162,- 
262; Ohio, $2,623,734,774; Michigan, 
$2,549,017,029; Texas, $1,378,843,163; 
North Carolina,  $1,166,217,593; 
Massachusetts, $1.228,117,503; New 
Jersey, $1,150,378,790. 

Among the leaders, only Michi- 
gan paid a higher total in taxes 
this year than last. The indi- 
vidual income tax collections, in- 
cluding tax withheld by employers, 
represented the Government’s larg- 
est single source of revenue— 
$18,029,745,504 this year, compared 
with $20,997,780,699 in the preced- 
a 12-month period.

Al- 
ready they are planning to manu- 
facture bay bootees, bonnets and 
fluffy trimmings for brassieres 
and negligees.” 

In the preparation of the goose 
skins, large feathers are removed 
and the shorter, fluffy down re- 
mains, Bangs said.

UF THE CIO DIES; 
NOTED ORGANIZER 


Led Some of Most Far- 
Reaching Union Drives 
in History of American 


Labor. 


PITTSBURGH, July 20 (AP)— 
Van A. Bittner, CIO vice president 
who had led some of the most 
far-reaching organizing drives in 
the American labor movement, 
died last night at Mercy hospital 
where he had been a patient since 
July 7. He was 64 years old. 

He was stricken by a heart yo 
ment several months ago in At- 
lanta, Ga., while on his last union 
assignment—the CIO southern or- 
ganizing campaign. 

CIO President Philip Murray, 
who worked side by side with Bitt- 
ner both in the United Mine 
Workers of America and, later, 
United Steelworkers, ex- 


“Even though we had known of 
his long illness, still his death is 
a great shock to all of us,” Mur- 
ray said. 

. Magic of a Voice. 

The sheer magic of a _ voice 
made Bittner a power in labor. 
Bittner, who looked like a school 
teacher, first commanded atten- 
tion 26 years ago on a hilltop near 
a mining town in West Brady, W. 
Va. There on Aug. 1, 1923, he ex- 
horted miners to demand their 
rights. 

He did it so well the miners 
were ready to forget all caution. 
They moved down hill toward 1 * 
mines barbed wire, prepared to 
win their rights by force. i 
Then the same voice halted 
them. Bittner employed one of the 
world’s first public address sys- 
tems to halt what might have 
been one of labor’s disastrous oc- 
casions. 

“You cannot do this. You must 
not do it. Let us return and think 
things over,” the voice said over | 
and over. 

That made Bittner both an : 
orator and a diplomat in iod . 


, for inciting to riot—a riot | 
which never came off. He later 
Was acquitted. 

A miner at 11, he was president 
of his local at the age of 15 and 
head of the powerful United Mine 
Worker’ District 5, comprising 
western Pensylvania, at the age 
of 26. 

He led the 1916 drive to organize

Vaughan’s Name Brought Up. 

The Washington Post said today 
in a copyrighted story that the 
name of Gen. Vaughan “is re- 
ported to have figured” in a con- 
versation Truman had with Secre- 
tary Johnson, in which the Presi- 
dent directed that the inquiry pro- 
ceed fully. 

Vaughan accompanied Truman 
on his Chicago trip yesterday. 
They apparently remained on the 
friendliest of terms and there was 
no indication that Vaughan is the 
subject of any investigation. 

The “5 percenter“ investigation 
was touched off by the assertion 
of Paul Grindle, a Massachusetts 
furniture manufacturer, that he 
paid $1000 to James V. Hunt, a 
former Army officer and War As- 
sets Administration employe, for 
help in seeking Government con- 
tracts. 

Grindle, in a copyrighted story 
in the New York Herald Tribune 
on June 21, said Hunt claimed in- 
fluence with both Waitt and Feld- 
man, as well as with Vaughan. 
(Articles by Grindle on the sub- 
ject were published also in the 
Post-Dispatch.) 

Hunt, now a “mgnagement coun- 
,, selor,” has denied,that he ever 
tried to sell influence. 

Vaughan was questioned by re- 
porters July 6 about the linking 
of his name to Hunt’s by Grindle. 
It was then he said he knew 
“about 300 persons” in contract 
operations. He did not elaborate. 

Mundt’'s Statement. 

Mundt, a member of the investi- 
gations subcommittee, told a re- 
porter: 

“Vaughan should be summoned 
before us and asked to identify as 
many as possible of the 300 con- 
tract men he says he knows. If he 
refuses to come, he should be sub- 

aed. : 

J don’t have any evidence at 
all and I know of none indicating 
that Vaughan is mixed up in this 
thing. But the subcommittee ought 
to find out whether he was just 
talking through his hat and wind- 
jamming, or whether he actually 
knows something.”

The deft lobbyist is Charles Pat- 
rick Clark, who was an attorney 
on the staff of Senator Harry S. 
Truman’s War Investigating Com- 
mittee. 


Whether President Harry 8. 
Truman knew this when he blast- 
ed the proposed Franco grant is 
conjectural. But this one-time 
lobby investigator is a registered 
Franco lobbyist at $50,000 a year. 


In his sworn registration state- 
ment, Clark reported he has a 
two-year contract with the Franco 
Government for a total of $100,000, . 
His official title under this con- 
tract is “Special Legal Counsel 
to the Division of Cultural Affairs 
of the Spanish Embassy” in Wash- 
ington. 

The Appropriations Committee’s . 
proposal is not final. It still has 
the gauntlet of the full Senate, 
the House, and White House ac- 
tion. But the committee’s ma- 
neuver was a big coup for Franco 
and Clark. Previously, the Tru- 
man Administration had blocked 
attempts to cut Franco in on ECA 
funds. Also, it had rejected re- 
peated efforts to get a big United 
States loan for Franco. 


How Clark came to be hired as 
Franco’s lobbyist is obscure. One 
source credited the deal to Hugh 
Fulton, chief counsel of the one- 
time Truman committee.

WNERS of New York private 
housing developments may se- 
lect tenants of their own choice 
although the enterprises have 
been partly financed with public 
funds or other concessions, the 
State Court of Appeals ruled yes- 
terday in deciding that landlords 
may refuse to rent apartments to 

Negroes. 

The opinion, representing a 
court majority by the narrow 
margin of 4-3, does not affect the 
anti-discrimination provision of 
the public housing law providing 
state aid for low-cost projects. 
That act expressly forbids dis- 
crimination whereas the rede 
‘velopment companies law, enabl- 
ing public contribution to private 
enterprise, does not. 

By their action, the Appellate 
Court sustained lower court rul- 
ings dismissing suits filed by 
three Negro war veterans who 
appli unsuccessfully to the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., 
for quarters in Stuyvesant Town, 
a large-scale dwelling develop- 
ment in New York City erected 
by the insurance firm. 

Tax Reduction. 

Metropolitan, operating under 
the redevelopment statute, re- 
ceived such public assistance as 
tax reduction and — in mone 
ing property for the enterprise. 
City and State authorities also 
co-operated in re-settling tenants 
evacuated from the properties 
destroyed by the builders when 

on on the site began. 

“The Legislature deliberately 
and intentionally refrained from 
imposing any restriction upon a 
redevelopment in its choice of 
tenants,” the majority opinion set 
forth. “The public housing law 
expressly prohibits discrimina- 
tion. „ the legislative intent is 
clear to leave’ private enterprise 
free to select tenants of its own) 
choice.” 

Strong opposition to the decision 
was expressed in a minority report 
delivered by Judge Stanley Fuld. 
He described Stuyvesant Town as 
“an undertaking on which the 
state and city had bestowed the 
blessings and benefits of govern- 
mental power.” 

“Now that the development is a 
reality,” he said, “the public is 
told in effect-that, because Metro- 
politan and Stuyvesant are private 
companies, they are not subject 
to the equal protection of the Con- 
stitution and may, if they choose, 
discriminate against Negroes in se- 
lecting tenants.” 

Majority Stand. 

On that score, the majority opin- 
ion set forth that action against 
discriminatory policies is specifi- 
cally the function of the states.

Surely, there was tragedy enough for 
the parents of the five teen-agers who 
were killed in that death ride without 
having to view their young and mangled 
bodies in a photograph for everyone to 
see.

_ his critics by saying that if they wanted some-

And 
when he was beaten for re-election, it was the 


tame kind of defeat the great Gov. Altgeld of 


Illinois suffered in 1896. In the end he stood 
the higher for the courage of his conscience. 

Before he went to the Mayor’s office, he had 
already been a people’s Judge. On the lowly 
Recorder’s Court in Detroit, he formed his at- 
tachments for the rights of ordinary citizens. 
When he went to the highest court of all in 
Washington, it was to guard those rights more 
jealously perhaps and more eloquently than any 
Judge of his time. 

„ . . 

An illiterate farmhand sentenced to prison 
without a lawyer to defend him, a youth held in- 
communicado by heedless police, a citizen de- 
prived of his vote because of his color, a mem- 
ber of a minor sect whose free worship was in- 
terfered with by a restrictive ordinance—all 
these could count Justice Murphy on their side. 

Other Justices might weaken on civil rights, 
but, not this red-haired man from the wrong side 
of the tracks. More than any other Justice over 
the last decade he insisted on proof of “clear 
and present danger when liberties were to be 
curtailed. He could dissent alone, as he did in 
one of the Jehovah’s Witnesses cases, Prince vs. 
Massachusetts, which upheld the conviction of 
an adult who employed a 9-year-old girl to sell 
sectarian tracts in a public place. He said: 


The human freedoms enumerated in the 
First Amendment and carried over into the 
Fourteenth are to be presumed to be invul- 
nerable, and any attempt to sweep away 
those freedoms is prima facie invalid. 

In other words, let the state do the showing; 
the citizen is free and is not compelled to make 
the case for his freedom. This fervent belief in 
liberty did not stop at the water’s edge. When 
Japanese Generals Yamashita and Homma asked 
for writs of habeas corpus, Frank Murphy struck 
back hard at their rejection by his brethren: 

The immutable rights of the individual, 
including those secured by the due process 
clause of the Fifth Amendment, belong not 
alone to the members of those nations that 
excel on the battlefield or that subscribe to 
the democratie ideology. They belong to 
every person in the world, victor or van- 
quished, whatever his race, color or beliefs. 


* * . 

Before that he spoke his deep misgivings at 
the curfew order by the commander of the West 
Coast military area against some 70,000 citizens 
of Japanese ancestry. Its discrimination, he 
wrote in the Hirabayshi case, “bears a melan- 
choly resemblance to the treatment accorded to 
the Jewish people in Germany. This goes to 
the very brink of constitutional power.” And 
when the citizenship case of Russian-born Wil- 
liam Schneiderman went to the Supreme Court, 
it was Frank Murphy who wrote the majority 
opinion saying that Schneiderman’s Communist 


ties were not enough to void his naturalization. 
Catholic Justice Murphy did not fear Commu- | 


nism a tenth as much as he feared the killing 
médicine some would administer to combat the 
ailment. 

The selection of a suécessor to Frank Murphy 
is of vital concern to all citizens. Without him 
those narrowly won 5-to-4 victories for freedom 
of speech and for protection against unreason- 
able ‘search, to mention only two such categories, 
would have gone the other way, His successor 


will have to believe like Frank Murphy or civil 


rights will lose hard won ground. 

It is sad to think that Justice Murphy’s sure 
vote for human richts is gone and that already 
Washington is talking of a successor iri terms of 
the outward appearances rather than the inner 
spirit. May President Truman check carefully 
the disappointing records of his two previous 
Supreme Court appointees, Fred M. Vinson and 
Harold Burton, before he makes his choice.

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Faith Instead of Fear 


History may well record Harry Truman as a 
true prophet for his remark that Communism in 
the long run may destroy itself. There still are 
European intellectuals who assert that the fu- 
ture belongs to Communism, but other thinkers 
are inclined to believe that it has nothing ahead 
of it but a past. 

They argue that no matter how humane in 
their inspiration some Communist dogmas may 
have been, the Russians have found it necessary 
to drop them in practice. Thus the Soviet Union 
already has an hierarchic elite—public officials, 
scientists, engineers—who are rewarded not 
only with high salaries, but also with social dis- 
tinctions. In the long run, this may well under- 
mine Communist orthodoxy. 

Scientists and artists also may wear down the 
authority of those who now compel them toward 
blind conformity. Such a weakening process 
might gather momentufn when the present rul- 
ers pass. New men may be less willing to pay 
the price of inefficiency. Faced with the task 
of developing a vast country, they may turn 
more and more to methods which brought suc- 
cess elsewhere. Most of all, man’s innate crav- 
ing for freedom is likely to assert itself. 

This, of course, Is speculation. And specula- 
tion is no firm base for ‘policy, The West can- 
not ease its burden on the assumption that to- 
talitarianism will destroy itself. Even if this 
were certain, Russian totalitarianism might—as 
in the case of Nazi Germany—pull millions into 
its own grave. 

Mr. Truman, however, had the good sense to 
straighten out our perspective a bit. Against 
totalitarianism, the democracies have the better 
of the argument on every point. The Russians 
have more ground to be afraid of us than we of 
them. Our danger is to let caution turn into 
blind fear, a fear which might induce us to de- 
stroy our liberties instead of treasuring them as 
our best protection. 

So the President did well to remind us that 
“in the battle for men’s minds, our faith is the 
more appealing, more dynamic, and stronger 
than any totalitarian force.” Instead of letting 
our prudence turn to fear, we would do well to 
rely more on our faith, and to display it more 
clearly before all walks of men. 
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A Courageous Florida Sheriff 


Sheriff W. V. McCall of Lake county, Fla., 
is proof that an officer who has the courage 
to enforce the law can do so despite the efforts 
of mobsters to take it into their hands. 

The crime of which his two Negro prisoners 
were accused was the kind that excites the most 
violent emotions in people who are susceptible 
to becoming a mob—rape of a white woman. 

By foresight Sheriff McCall moved his pris- 
oners to another jail before an armed mob of 
some 100 demanded their surrender. By deter- 
mination he stood off the mob. It is still fur- 
ther to his credit that he had moved most of 
the community of several hundred out of 
harm’s way before the Ku Klux Klan and a 
shooting mob tried to spread panic through the 
Negro district and burned several houses. 

Every officer of the law who is tempted to 
take the easy way of surrender to a mob’s de- 
mands, and excuse himself on the ground that 


he was helplessly outnumbered, might ponder . 


Sheriff McCall’s view of the matter: “I told 
them,” he said, “I had a job to do and had to 
protect my prisoner.” Sometimes heroism is 
just as simple as that. 


The Milk Compact 

Under the new reciprocal milk inspection 
agreement signed by St. Louis, St. Louis county 
and the East Side Health District, emphasis will 
partly shift from dairy farms to dairy plants. 
More attention will go to the bacterial cleanli- 
ness of the milk itself, and somewhat less atten- 
tion to the detailed requirements for farm build- 
ings, equipment and handling procedures. One 
reason for the change, says St. Louis Health 
Commissioner Smith, is that it will permit 
transfers of surplus milk among the districts in 
the compact, an advantage that has not hitherto 
existed. ? 

Another effect may be to ease some of the 
hard feelings of dairy farmers who have com- 
plained that St. Louis inspectors sometimes 
dealt with them capriciously and arbitrarily. 
Where that complaint was made.in good faith, 
the new compact should bring more milk to the 
St. Louis market. 

The late Dr. Bredeck's relations with milk 
producers were stormy; Dr. Smith’s attitude is 
more conciliatory. This causes the St. Louis 
Consumers’ Federation to fear that milk sanita- 
tion may be entering a decline. It is fine to 
have a volunteer organization on the watch, but 
by no means does it necessarily follow that the 
absence of clash and clamor is a sign of laxness. 
Dr. Smith’s policy deserves a fair trial and ob- 
jective appraisal on the outcome.

Alert though we are to foreign tyranny, we tolerate serious erosion 
of democratic liberties at home, editorial says; is alarmed by en- 
of croachment of state legislatures on the right of cities to home rule; 
“the roots of our self-governing system are in our communities.”

While we become vigilant against the 
plotting of foreign totalitarianism here and 
in other countries whose freedom we 
want preserved, let us not remain indiffer- 
ent to the home-grown destroyers of the 
democratic process. 

These villains are not persons alone. 
Sometimes they are systems, laws or court 
precedents. But they are none the less dan- 
gerous enemies of self-government. 


It should be obvious that our system 
permits minorities to defeat the wishes of 
the majority. Can we 
remain indifferent to 
this situation in the 
light of what minori- 
ties have done to 
other countries? 


In recent weeks, 
because of the notori- 
ous rotten borough 
system in that state, 
legislative represen- 
tatives of a minority 
in Connecticut scut- 
tled the majority James M. Curley 
program, Regardless of the merits of the 
program, this was anti-democratic. 


Cities of the State of Washington, in 
which 65 per cent of the population resides, 
asked the recent Legislature for measures 
which would enable them to take responsi- 
bility for their own civil service rules, 
clearimg of slum areas, solving of traffic 
problems by acquiring off-street parking 
areas. The bills were killed. 

City government is being splintered into 
independent “kingdoms,” as Car] H. Chat- 
ters of the American Municipal Association 


recently warned, by sometimes well-mean- 
ing people obsessed by the urge to take 
their pet services “out of politics” and by 
public employe groups who go over the 
heads of local city councils to ask the state 
to fix their hours of work and pay. 


A great variety of problems which 
should be handled by the regular city gov- 
ernments are being handled separately by 
special authorities, boards or commissions, 
sometimes to place them outside restrictive 


tax and debt limits. 


Boston again faces the virtual certainty 
that well under half the voters will return 
notorious James M. Curley to the office of 
Mayor simply because the opposition vote 
will be split among three or more candi- 
dates. A run-off or other system of voting 
capable of reflecting the majority undoubt- 
edly would have saved this otherwise great 
city from ever having had to endure the 
waste and embarrassment of having such 
a political buccaneer at its head. 

During its recent session, the Massachu- 
setts Legislature came within a few votes 
of taking away from several of its cities a 
new form of government for which their 
citizens had voted overwhelmingly. 

These are only a few of hundreds of in- 
stances of the nullification of the demo- 
cratic process. It is not only unfair. It 
is dangerous to permit one part of the 
population to keep ,arbitrary power by 
ignoring the fact that the United States 
no longer is predominantly rural. 

The roots of our self-governing system 
are in our communities. Continued perver- 
sion of the realities piaces it in constant 
peril. a

Nor 
is the ordeal one which causes 
free nations to unite and to co- 
operate against their troubles.

Therefore, the basic choice is a 
bigger American subsidy contin- 
ued for a longer time, or a reduc- 
tion in the standard of life in 
Western Europe.

For 
while we cannot prevent a reduc- 
tion, we probably can cushion the 
shock. If we can, we shall have 
a high interest to do that. 

For it will soon become evident 
that to reduce the standard of 
life of a nation is not like cutting 
down the expenditures of an in- 
dividual. The critical difference is 
that when a naton has to cut 
down, a struggle precipitated 
among groups, interests, and 
classes as to how the sacrifice 
shall be distributed, how the re- 
duced income shall be shared. 

This struggle is a terrible test 
of free institutions, And while we 
may have confidence and faith 
that the British and the Scandina- 
vians with their long experience 
of freedom can meet the test, who 
could dare to hope that the Ger- 
mans, to take the hardest case, 
can and will meet it? : 

After the first World War it 
was this struggle for the distribu- 
tion of sacrifices which produced 
in Western Europe not Commu- 
nism but Fascism and various 
sorts of authoritarianism.

Painting Wood Shingles. 

O most people a wood shingle 
Tis just a wood shingle no mat- 
ter where it is. This may be 
true in a lot of cases but when 
it comes to painting shingles, the 
location of said shingles becomes 
important. We explain below: 
First of all, roof wood shingles 
should never be painted — they 
should be stained. The reason is 
that in time moisture is almost 
sure to get in under the film of 
paint and then the shingle will 
rot. Preservative stains, on the 
other hand, will help keep the 
shingle healthy as well as pretty. 
When shingles are used as sid- 
ing on walls the situation is dif- 


ferent because here you can use 


a paint if you prefer. e reason 
you can is that any water getting 
on the shingles is almost sure to 
drain off before it has a chance 
to get in under the paint. 

But one word of caution! If 
the shingles have been stained, 
don’t slap paint on them until 
you are sure the stain won't bleed 
through the paint. Best way to 
find out is to paint a small area 
and see how it stands up after a 
couple of weeks. If the stain has 
bled through, coat the shingles 
with aluminum paint and then ap- 
ply your paint over this.

South West North 


West opened the club queen; 
East overtook and shifted to a 
trump. As it happened, South 
could have saved a trick by put- 
ting up the ace and risking the 
heart finesse, but the vision off 
what would happen to him if this 
heart finesse was lost was appar- 
ently too gruesome, so he played 
the spade 10 in the hope of knock- 
ing out the king. West, however, 
won with the jack and continued 
clubs. When the smoke of battle 
cleared, South found himself down 
three tricks—800 points. 

The questionable bid referred to 
previously was North’s call of two 
hearts. North’s singleton partner’s 
suit made this action risky, i. e., 
there was reason to fear that 
South would be short of hearts 
and persist with his own suit. 

North’s two heart bid, however, 
was excellent by comparison with 
South’s rebid of two spades! Why 
look for trouble? Two hearts had 
not been doubled and might not 
be, whereas South had already 
been warned by West’s no-trump 
overcall of one spade that the op- 
ponents were “interested” in a 
spade contract. Surely, South 
should have waited to see what 
happened to two hearts! 

The best call of the auction was 
contributed by East, when he 
doubled two spades. Quite prop- 
erly, he gave full credence to his 
partner’s no-trump, and he rea- 
soned that with four almost guar- 
anteed tricks in his own hand, it 
was not expecting very much to 
count on West for at least two 


tricks defensively.
